Plan for Extradition 
If the suspect is identified as the 
escaped slayer 
of

immediately. Sheriff Traeger stat­ 
ed th at he will personally present 
the papers to the Honduras 
au­

TACTICS ARE 


hen. which shortly emerge from It. 
He also assumes the whole re­ 
sponsibility of family disciplining 
of the youngsters when 
allowed 
this natural manner of breeding, 
but on the ostrich farms the eggs 
are usually hatched by incubation 
and the parents deprived of the 
tender offices of caring for their 
young tends to make crabbed their 
dispositions. 
The new birds come into exist­ 
ence after six or seven weeks of 
Incubation and are ready to 
run 
when freed from the shell, but for 
the first three or four days refuse 
to taste any food other than a few 
grains of gravel or fine bone. 
After th at time they begin to eat 
the regulation diet of grain, alfal­ 
fa, vegetables, etc. 
In the 
wild 
state the young birds feed upon 
leaves, fruit, seeds, small birds and 
insects. 
Stone and bones are also 
digestive aids. 
The captive adult birds are fed 
principally upon alfalfa cut flno 
and placed In long troughs In their 
pens; grain Is given sparingly. 
If the immature fledglings sur­ 
vive the perilous period of infan­ 
tile disease which lasts for three 
menthe they prove th* survival of 
the finest and are generally fore­ 
casted for a long life.

Struthio 
Camellia, or Camel bird, as It wa# 
anciently known, calls forth only 
the vision of an ungainly and over­ 
sized biped almost lone representa­ 
tive of a now nearly extinct pre­ 
historic race. 
His spleenish antagonism is still 
distilled with savagery as was no­ 
ticeable in the open-mouthed hiss­ 
ing and snapping of his 
shapely 
bills. 
On the Ostrich Farm were large 
enclosures of young birds amicably 
ranging 
together; 
the elegantly 
feathered black and white 
male 
and the soft dingy gray 
female 
taking this time of adolescence to 
choose their life partners, 
after 
which the happy couple was placed 
in a separate pen, bound by

The immense black male birds 
are nearly bare of feathers, the 
natural tropical suit, 
except 
the 
short wings and tail coverings of 
heavy, glossy black plumes inter­ 
spersed with pure white ones. 
The long neck is without feath­ 
ers and has but a sprinkling of 
fuzz upon It or upon the head with 
its heavy bills.

or elegance. 
It deals w ith but tw o subjects. 
God and m an, and considers man 
In but tw o aspects, viz., in his re 
tat ion to God and in his relation to 
his fellow s; and yet. there is wov­ 
en into the sto ry of man all that 
is necessary to life, happiness and 
service. 
The Bible begins w ith the cre­ 
ation of the world and ends with 
etern al life. 
It gives us the most 
perfect expressions of Joy and of 
sot row, of exaltation and despair. 
It draw s pen pictures of love, de­ 
votion 
and 
duty— of hatred, re­ 
venge and sin of every kind 
Superlative Illustrations 
W hatever it deals w ith it leaves 
nothing to be added.

The story of R uth is told in lan ­

law. 
W here has love betw een women 
been so tenderly expressed? W here 
has assurance of fidelity found lan ­ 
guage m ore fitting? 
Second: 
B ut th e beauty and elo­ 
quence of the w ords are less im ­ 
p o rtan t than the virtue which they 
embody. 
T he rhetoric w hich they 
embody. 
The rhetoric} is perfect, 
hut th e substance is vastly more 
im portant than the form. 
R uth’s Im m ortal W ords 
N aom i and h er husband, Jew 
and Jew ess, w ere driven by famine 
from Ju d ah into th e land of Moab. 
T h eir sons, M ahlon and Chilton, 
m arried tw o heathen women, Or­ 
es h and R uth. 
As th e years w ent 
by d eatn entered 
th e 
hom e of 
N aom i and carried aw ay h er h us­ 
band and both of h e r sons 
The widow thought to solve In a 
very n atu ral way 
the 
problem 
forced upon 
h e r; 
she would go 
hack to h e r own people to pass her 
rem ain in g 
days 
and 
leave 
her 
young d a u g h te rs in la w to 
m ake 
new allian ces am ong th eir people. 
W hen she com m unicated h e r plan 
to O rpah and R uth, both protested 
gnu expressed a very e a rn e st wish 


to return witii her. 
W hen Naomi, sacrificing h er own 
happiness for w hat she believed to 
be the best interests of the daugh 
ters-in-law , 
insisted 
th a t 
they 
should stay in their own land, Oh- 
pah reluctantly consented and kiss 
ed her good bye, “but Ruth clave 
unto her.”

Ruth heard the call of the home 
and responded to it w ith all her 
h eart.

The opening of new avenues 
to women does not close the road 
to m atern ity ; m otherhood m ust re 
m ain th e crow ning glory of 


an, ju st as m an’s larg est work 
m ust continue to be at the fire­ 
side.

Tolstoy says th a t God has not 
given us the pow er to forsee the 
resu lts th at follow from a single 
hum an act, but th a t H e does give 
us the light to determ ine w here 
and how to take the next step ; th at 
is sufficient.

fa rth e r and declares th a t m ost of 
our failures come from an attem p t 
to decide w hether in th is p articu ­ 
lar case—not as a rule, but ju st in 
th is one case— it m ay not be b e tte r 
to do wrong than to do right. 
W e m ust have “ faith in the w is­ 
dom of doing rig h t”—we m ust do 
rig h t and leave the consequences 
w ith God. 
Im portance of T rivial Decisions 
In innum erable cases in

W rit and in daily life we see seem , 
bigly trivial decisions becom e the 
L im ing points in lives and little 
circum stances shaping destinies. A 


m ultitude of seem ingly little th in g s! 
m ade up the chain of events th a t| 
linked R uth to the throne of Is - 1 
reel. 
A fam ine drove E lim elerh from 
bis hom e Into a heathen land; one 
of his sons becam e the hunband of I 
R uth; then the death of husband 
aud sons led Naom i 
to 
return ! 
T his brought a crisis Into th e life 
of h er daughter-in-law and she de-j 
c.ded to retu rn to her home and 
R uth decided to return with her. j 
T hen follows the gleaning in the 
field, the m eeting of Boaz, the 
m arriage, the b irth of Ohed, and 
circum stance a fte r circum stance 
until 
h er 
blood 
was 
coursing 
through th e veins of Israel's g re a t­ 
est king. 
If any link had been m issing the 
chain would have 
been 
broken, I 
but som ehow no link is m issing 
w hen any g reat ch aracter is need-1 
ed or any g re at deed Is to be 
done. 
R uth’s F aith Can Be Ours 
T here is b u t one Naomi, but one 
R uth, and one David; 
but. every 
hum an life is like the life of Ruth 
in m iniature— full of decisions, the 
im portance of w hich no one can 
u n d erstan d at th e tim e, but deci­ 
sions upon w hich lives turn and 
by w hich histo ry is w ritten. 
W e cannot hope to contribute 
to lite ra tu re a sentence so exqui­ 
site and so thrilling as th at in*o 
w hich R uth poured the full m eas­ 
ure of a noble h eart, but we can 
Im itate h er in devotion—the bright 
est jew el in h er crown. 
She risked all when she m ade 
h e r choioe— separation from h er 
sister, h e r people, and the gods 
which h e r people w orshipped, hut 
she won a prize of inestim able 
value. 
T he sam e faith can be m anifest­ 
ed in every life; the future holds 
m om ents as fateful as th at which 
th ree deaths combined to bring to 
N aom i’s daughter-in-law .

of a volcanic crater In the Sangre 
de Crtato region of the San Isabel 
national forest 
Air current* 
from 
the 
black 
depth* of the pit are so strong 
that lanterns, held over the edge 
of the crater are Instantly extin­ 
guished and 
blankets, 
wrapped 
about rocks and burled 
Into the 
yawning chasm, are flung 
hack 
Into the air after the weight has 
fallen hundreds of feet. 
The pit Is reached 
through a 
p a s s a g e w a y leading 
In 
under 
a 
mountain. The walls of this pass­ 
age. which is very 
narrow 
and 
only three or four feet high are of 
solid marble. 
Circular Cave 
The chasm drops from the edge 
of a cave which is reached after a 
70-foot trip through the passage. 
The cave, which is 
circular 
in 
form, is about 20 feet in diameter 
with a dome ceiling, shutting out 
completely all light. 
All this for­ 
mation is eolld marble. 
The chamber, 
known 
as 
the 
‘•Marble Care,” 
has been thor­ 
oughly explored by forest rangers 
but rarely toy less venturesome per­ 
sons. 
Below the entrance of the cave 
which Is above 
timberline, 
are 
scattered the fossil remains of ani­ 
mals of 
prehistoric 
times.

this district live people who

descendants of

Pleb Mine 
According to legend and stories 
told by these inhabitants, the ear 
ly Spaniards at one time possessed 
a fabulously rich gold mine in th* 
vicinity of “Marble 
Cave.** Pros 
per tors hove tried in vain to 
lo­ 
cate the ancient mine, the ‘ Three 
Step.’’ A number of years ago. a 
gold nugget was found near the 
remains cf a pack saddle, not far 
from the cave. 
In the belief that the cave .may 
be the entrance to the legendary 
gold min" explorations of the in­ 
terior 
of the 
mountain 
are 
planned. 
Ruins 
of 
ladders 
of 
primitivy make wore 
found 
in­ 
side the cav© and 135 feet down 
the side of the pit, a forest ran­ 
ger discovered a ledge only a few 
feet wide. 
This leads old-timers to believe 
that perhaps the old Spanish mine 
in reality existed, and in tho im­ 
mediate vicinity of the care.

The sickening loss of half a century of struggle 
and upbuilding might well have broken the spirit of 
a people leas proud and less self-reliant than the 
people of St n Francisco. 
Before the ruins of the 
once proud city had ceased to smolder men and j 
women were telling each other that no great wood­ 
en city ever before had gone for fifty years without 
a conflagration. 
While bricks still were bot and 
ruin and desolation were on every hand these sturdy 
citizens turned from the old city sitting desolate 
on its bones and visioned a new city of steel and 
concrete which should defy shock and fire alike.
